The public will doubtless be inter­ 
ested in the judges explanation as to 
why Crew Wing county won drat 
place in the potato exhibit.

Mil wand, secretary of Wisconsin Po­ 
tato Growers Association, who judged 
the exhibits, made the following ex­ 
planation at the Friday afternoon 
meeting after the prizes had been I 
awarded. 
He stated 
that the Crew Wing 
county potatoes were true to type and 
that there was no mixing of variotie« 
such as was found in the St. Louis 
and Koochiching exhibits. 
The St. 
L »uis and Koochiching samples made 
a good ahcwing at a glance but did 
not stand close inspection. 
Crow Wing county evidently had 
some one in charge of the 
exhibit 
who knew the desired types of Green 
Mountain. Rural New Yorker art 
Burbank R u s s e ts aud had selected 
them with care. 
In the St. Ixonia exhibit ti n Green 
M untain and the Rural Ne* Yorker 
potatoes were mixed indiscriminately 
and in the Koochiching samp o s the 
Irish Cobbler and Rural New Yorker 
were found In the same boxes. 
The Koochiching exhibit wa*, so 
badly mixed that it was not deserv­ 
ing of a p l a c e and hence Aitkin c lin­ 
ty. with a poorer finality of potatoes 
was awarded third prize.

stated that it was close between Ait- 
ki nand St. Goula county for second 
place but that there waa no question 
whatever about Crow Wing county 
deserving lira! honors.

Washington.'— Provost Marshal Gen­ 
eral Enoch II. Crowder is waiting the 
events t*i follow the Installation of the 
new selective service regulations and 
the all-embracing questionnaire to reg­ 
istrants. 
There has been construetive and in 
part perhaps destructive criticism of 
many of the branches of th** govern­ 
ment since die United States entered 
into th** war. 
The office of the pro­ 
vost m arshal general has not been Im­ 
mune from criticism of I od I vie! turfs, 
but in a general way th** work th a t it 
tius done lins received the praise of tile 
people. 
If study, car** and extrem e thought­ 
fulness can make for success of the 
preparations for th** next drafts, then 
success is certain to come with tile 
sam** fullness with which it was meted 
out in th** first high Instance. 
No on** who lins not been In dully 
touch with th** office of the provost 
marshal general can appreciate the 
magnitude of the work with which tills 
officer of the service bus been confront­ 
ed from the first, 
'i'll** new selective 
service regulations which today orc In 
the hands of every local bourd in tin* 
country were prepared to meet every 
possible chs**, mid contingency which 
luny ari-e. 
lf tin)thing lins been over­ 
looked It managed to escape notice 
while a score of puirs of trained eye 
were on watch. 
M a k in g the Questionnaire. 
General Crowder mid his Muff of of­ 
ficers subjected themselves to ii ques­ 
tionnaire on their own account. 
It 
may be said that In effect a school was 
established iii tho general's office. Ev­ 
ery question which It was conceivable 
that anyone might ask was given con­ 
sideration and tin* answ er wus fo rth ­ 
coming. 
The m atter was viewed not 
only i rom the questioning standpoint 
of the man who might be drafted, but 
from that of every official conned***! In 
any way with the service of drafting 
.iud from ll at of every person of w h at­ 
ever kind »>r class who might take tin 
Interest in the service subject. 
Law. rules ami regulations ar** the 
foundation* of the selective service op­ 
erations. 
It bas been th** attem pt of 
General Crowder, soldier and lawyer, 
aud of bls assistants, also soldiers aud 
lawyers, to strip bure the book of in­ 
formation of all technicalities aud con­ 
fusing verbiage. 
The country perhaps has no concep­ 
tion of the trem endous volume of eor- 
r«*spond**nee which flowed between til** 
public and Iii** * dll ce of the provost 
m arshal general ut the time of the 
preparation for tile first draft ami d u r­ 
ing the weeks which succeeded it. 
A 
large part of It (•ante wholly from th** 
fact that the people who asked the 
questions *11*1 not read the rules and 
the regulations and did not want to 
take the trouble to read them, hut 
wore willing to take more trouble on 
themselves In order to get something 
straight from headquarters. 
The correspondence of the provost 
m arshal general's office was so trem en­ 
dous that it taxed almost to the break­ 
ing |*olrit th** energies of the officers 
and stenographers who worked within 
the walls of these W ashington army 
quarter*. 
It Is the belief and tin* hop** 
apparently of the provost m arshal gen­ 
eral's office that. with seemingly every 
possible question answ ered In some 
part of the regulations which have 
been forw arded to the governors ami 
to the local boards, the persons who 
are In doubt uIhiui anything will ap­ 
peal to their hoard m embers or to tiny 
other competent authority willing to 
d e a r up doubt. 
Prepared by Experts. 
The 
selective 
service 
regulations 
which have been prescribed bv 
tile 
president are conveniently arranged in 
a well indexed book. 
The preparation 
of this book bas been th** work of Gen­ 
eral Crowder ami a corps of assist­ 
ants composed of live officers of the 
regular army ami of the reserve corps. 
All of these officers ar** lawyers, for 
there are In the judge advocate gen­ 
eral's office many officers of regulars 
who found time either after gradua­ 
tion from West Point, or, lf not gradu­ 
ates. after entering the service, to take 
the prescribed Inw courses in order 
that they might he attached to the of­ 
fice of the Judge advocate general. 
When General Crow der was lieu­ 
tenant of cavalry In the 90's he was 
stationed at Fort Yates on the Stand­ 
ing Rook agency, in North Dakota. The 
(Mist had a small library and on one of 
Its shelves Lieutenant Crowder found 
a copy of General F ry’s history of the 
draft of 1803. 
He studied the book 
thoroughly and continued the study of 
it through the years thereafter. T here 
•lever w as any thought, of cour-e. in 
General Crowder** mtud that one day 
tie might he called upon to conduct a 
Graft of American soldiers for a great 
war, nut the day did come w hen it was 
necessary aud it found him prepared 
so fur a s the past records could pre­ 
pare him both to put a d raft through 
and to avoid w hat he thought to be Ova 
mistakes of the earlier operation.
